Cecil Goddard, Assistant Chief En- 
gineer A.& G.W. UnderCross-ex- 
amination By Bennett 


by long odds the most damaging 
evidence that has been adduced since 
the opening of the Waterways Com- 
Missi. n was brought forward yester- 
dey afternoon in the ¢cross-examina- 
tion of Ceeil Goddard, assistant chiet 
engineer of the railway and the con- 
struction companies 

It was intended that Mr, Goddard 
should have been examined among the 
opening witnesses but he was taken 
ill with appendicites and only recent- 
ly has returned to the city from Win- 
nipeg where he was in the hospital. 

No one connected with the A. & G. 
W. company hae given more etraight- 
forward evidence than Mr. Goddard, 
and he impressed all the counsel with 
the belief that he wes willing to te!l 
what he knew of the transactions, At 
times when pressed to answer ques 
tions which put his employers in a 
bad light, he naturally hestitated and 
evaded, but eventually answered to 
the satisfaction of his questioner, 

The inéurgent counsel frequently 
remarked that he knew it was embar- 
assing to the ‘witness to have to give 
damaging evidence against his em- 
ployers, but he was the only witness 
from whom such evidence could be 
obtained. \iMr. ‘Goddard ‘has a full 
knowledge of the engineering ques- 
tions which have arisen and his evi- 
dence threw a lurid light on how the 
government engineer, R. W. Jones, J. 
W. Woolf, (M.L.A., and others had 
been hoodwinked by Dr. Waddell. 

An Inoperative Railway. 

Mr. Goddard said that Dr. Waddell 
had in his plans and profiles arrang 
ed for grading of only two or three 
feet, an unheard of amount for a rail- 
ways It would make a railway in 
name but it would be practically im- 
possible to operate because of the im- 
mense cost of maintenance. 

The witness admitted that Dr. Wad 
dell had changed the grades to a more 
favorable basis when the trouble was 
on in the Legislature, but after the 
vote was taken and the Rutherford 
administration sustained he changed 
them back to a even more inferior 
standard than before. All the time 
Dr. Waddell had in mind the building 
of as cheap and inferior a road as was 
ever constructed. 

Goddard made another disclosure 
in an admission to Bennett that S. B 

foods had telephoned him before 
Woolf had gone to the A. & G. W. 
offices seeking for information, and 
his idea was;to give the doubting 
member as big a figure as possible ‘or 
the construction work. 

Wouldn't Give False Statement. 

“] wouldn't stand for giving him a 
false statement.” said the witness. 

Another damaging feature was God- 
dard’s statement that Darling, the en- 
gineer sent up by the Royal Bank, 
had made a confidential maximum 
estimate of $17,000 or $18,000 a mile 
including equipment and all other in- 
cidentals, Darling had aecess to ‘all 
Dr. Waddell’s and Goddard’s data 
and thad also gone over the line the 
greater part of the distance, as far a6 
the House River.

Eight cases are on the docket 
the criminal assizes which open in 
Edmonton on Wednesday morning 
next. The charges are all of a ser- 
ious nature, one of murder, two of 
rape, two of attempted prison break- 
ing, one of aggravated assault, one vf 
indecent assault and one of criminal 
libel. 

The trial of Oscar, 
will be the first to engage the atten- 
tion of the court. King, who is a

greater part of a day. The witnesses 
nearly all come from the neighbor- 
hood of Leduc and Millet. The trial 
of King in the Supreme Court will 
probably take three days. He wil 
be defended by H. H. Robertson, «tf 
Robertson, Dickson and MeDonald. 

A charge of attempted prison break- 
ing which has been preferred against 
King will not be brought up until 
the murder case has been disposed o1. 

Peter Schultz, of Stoney Plain, will 
be arraigned on a charge of stabbing 
his father in a family quarrel, the 
specific charge being ‘aggravated the- 
sault, 

Frank Evangelist will appear to 
answer * charge of criminal libel. The 
alleged libel consisted in a number of 
hand printed notices which were post- 
ed up in prominent places about the 
city, containing damaging Statements 
about the police magistrate’ of the 
city and the chief of police.

A graduate of the University 
of Berlin, Dr. Koch began his 
bacteriological investigations 
about thirty years ago, when 
he was district surgeon at Wall- 
stein. He first achieved pub- 
lie notice throw§rh his diseov- 
ery of a method for procuring 
microscopical preparations by 
means Of which he isolated the 
tubereolt bacillus and produe- 
@d tuberculosis by its inocula- 
tion in avimals. His reward 
for this was his selection as 
privy Councillor and the en- 
joyment of the full confidence 
at ihe Kaiser. 

He later gained the recog- 
nition of the world by his dis- 
covery of anti-toxin for the pre- 
vention and cure of dyspepsia. 
Dr. Koch's theory that the bo- 
vine tuberculosis and the tu- 
berculosis affecting humans 
are not intercommunicable, in- 
volved him in disputes with 
other famous researchers.

A MILLION DOLLAR FIRE 
ALONG LINE OF C.N.R. 


Bush Fire Near. Mistatim, Sask., Des- 
troys Box Cars, Lumber, Camps. 
Stores and .Saw Mill Together 
With Immense Quantities of Ties 
and Lumber. 


Mistatim, Sask., May 27.—Without 
a moment’s warning and while a train 
and the greater part of the men were 
making superhuman efforts to save 
McKenzie and (Mann's lumber and 
their camps west of here, fire swept 
down on the Gowan Construction com- 
pany’s camp about two o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, and in less than thirty 
minutes from the time the approach 
of the fire was first noticed it had 
swept across the track and complete- 
ly destroyed a «aw mill, seventeen 
Canadian Northern box cars, camps, 
stables, stores and other buildings 
and a great quantity of lumber. With 
the amount of timber destroyed in 
the bush, and ties piled along the 
track ready for shipment, which were 
burned, the total losses will probably 
touch the million dollar mark. Mill 
and Jumber were insured and the mill 
probably will be rebuilt as there is 
a summer's cut of logs in, which are 
unburned. 

The fire covers a big section of Um- | 
ber ¢ountry. For the last eighteen 
hours the Canadian Northern trains 
have been unable to go through the 
fire. The telegraph line was burned 
down in many places and the tracks 
are afire in apots. The fire is spread- 
ing and running east today in front 
of the northwest wind with no sign of 
rain. There seems nothing to prevent 
it reaching the Shaw Bros.’ limite east 
of here. The 
Crooked River to Bannock, fifty miles | 
in length, seems completely fire swept. 
It is not known how far north and

KINISTINO iLk 18 BURNED. 


Fire Destroys New Flour Mill and 
Elevator—Loss $56,000. 


Kinistino, Sask., May 27.—The mill 
property of the Kinistino Milling Co. 
was totally destroyval by fire this 
morning about one o'clock. The loss 
Was fifty-six thousand dollars, and 
wes covered by insurance to the ex- 


tent of $33,490, distributed as follows: 
Guardian, $18,400; Norwich Union, 
$2,000; Atlas, $5,000; General of Perta 
$8,000, 

The fire wae first noticed by W. T. 
Purdy. It appeared to have been near 
the drive wheel at the elevator and 
had already made considerable heat- 
way. He shouted an alarm and ran 
towards the village, a quarter of a 
mile distant, He observed no fire in 
the mill, which is about sixty tect 
from the elevator, till he reached -he 
village when he noticed fire in one 
of the upper windows of the mill, As 
the wind was blowing towards the 
mill, it is likely that it caught from 
the elevator. 

One carload of flour worth about 
one thousand dollars had been loaded 
on the O.N.R, spur line and billed 
out on the previous afternoon, which 
was also destroyed. There are ru 
mors of incendiary but no defin'te 
foundation, 

W.E. Johnson, manager, had docked 
the elevator at five o'clock the — pre- 
vious evening. He had returned to 
the mill as it was his intention to 
see that everything was right The

EXPLORER LECTURED 
TO LARGE AUDIENCE 


Sir Ernest Shackleton Delighted Large 
Crowd .In. Thistle ink Last 
Evening. 


The modesty with which Sir Ernest 
speaks of his exploits, and the warm 
praise which he accords to the mem- 
bers of his party, is so sincere that 
even the repeated reference to it which 
has been made in every notice of his 
appearance upon the platform, cannot 
rob it of its charm, and the generous 
tribute which he paid to his com- 
rades Jast evening was greeted with 
prolonged and enthusiastic cheering. 

“They are not in the limelight, as I 
am,” said the speaker with evident 
emotion, “but no one knows better 
than I do what I owe to them.” and 
again: ‘It is one thing to give orders, 
but another to have men who are wil- 
ling and able to carry them out.” 

The lecturer’s sense of humor is so 
strofig, and is given such free rein, 
that, together with his charming self- 
effacement, it tends to blind his hear- 
ers to the difficulty and hardship of 
the journey of which he speaks. 

Describing his vessel, the Nimrod, 
he eaid: “It was the smallest ship 
that has ever gone into that quarter. 
It was 43 years old, 227 tons, and 
Jeaked considerably at times.” 

Below Piimsol Line. 

Continuing, he said that they found

The Final Dash. 

The hardship endured by the little

than half an hour.” 

They had not proceeded far on the 
final dash before oue of their sledges 
was so seriously damaged that they 
were obliged to discard it, and, to 
carry the provisions which it contain- 
ed, were obliged to return at the end 
of each mile, thus covering the dist- 
ance twice, 

At different points they discovered 
minerals and coal, and in one place 
a quantity of fossil pine wood in a 
moraine, thus showing that this coun- 
try, 200 miles irom the pole, had once 
been warm, 

On the 23rd of December, 1908, be- 
ing 8,500 miles above the sea, they 
reached the inland ice, Though it 
was the height of summer the tem- 
perature waa never once above zero, 
and was frequently as much as forty 
below. 


Feet Badly Frozen. 

At this time their rations were re- 
duced to 18 ozs, per man per day, The 
clothes they had taken with them were 
very much worn and afforded only 
alight protection from the cold. Their 
feel were badly frest-bitten, “As we 
walked,”’ said Sir Ernest, “the wounds 
opened and shut like a concertina, 
and with almost the same painful ef- 
fect.” 

At last they realized that, with the 
smal] amount of food at their disposal, 
they were not going to reach the pole. 
At 9 o’clock in the evening of the 9th 
of January, 1909, they reached a point

The Wedding Ring in Ancient Times. 


In the Isle of Man the wedding ring 
was fornterly used as an instrument 
of torture, Cyril Davenport, in his 
book on Jewelry, remarks that there 
once existed a custom in that island 
| ‘according to which an unmarried 
girl who had been offended by @ man 
could bring him to trial, and if he 
were found guilty she would be pre- 
sented with a sword, a rope and a 
ring. With the sword she might 
cut off his head; with the rope she 
might hang him, or with the ring she 
might marry him. It is said that the 
latter punishment was that invariably 
inflicted.” 

The wedding ring, which war toler- 
ated by the Methodists, was anathe- 
ma to the early Puritans, who re- 
garded personal adornment as one of 
the many snares of Satan Wesley, 
who was a high Churchman, probab- 
ly recognized its symbolical value. 
In the old English marriage service 
it was the custom for the bridegroom 
to put the ring on the thumb of his 
bride, saying, ‘In the name of the 
Father”; then on the next finger, say- 


| 


ing, “and the Son’; then om the 
| third finger, says “and of the Holy 


Ghost,” finally on the fourth finger, 
with the word “Amen.” 


ceeded thence to the heart.’’ In the 
| modern marriage service the ring is 
placed at once upom the third finger, 
the invocation to the Trinity being 
understood. 

The wedding ring 
of jewelry permitted to the early Me- 
| thodists, and there are people still 
| living who recall how no longer than 
| forty years ago they were reproved 
by old Methodist ministers for break- 
ing the rules of menrbership, which 
| forbade (and technically still forbid) 
Methodists to wear gold, jewels Or 
costly apparel; but with fine courtesy 
John Wesley knew when ‘to ignore 
breaches of his own regulations.

ing several jeweled rings; but im 
stead of the rebuke which his preach.

Two amateur 
astronomers waited patiently till the 
sky cleared and close by 11 they were 
greeted with the view of the long ex- 
pected wanderer.

| stars by its faint, nebulous disc, not 


as bright as the étars of the 
dipper, which are of second magni- 
tude It remained over the horizon 
until 11 o’elock. 

In order to find it the following dir- 
| ections may be helpful: It is useless 
to look fur the comet before it is dark 
enough to see stars of the second mag- 
nitude, as, for instance, the polar stars 
}and those of the dipper. 
are plainly visible, then look towards 
| the west, and, in the middle of the sky 
you will notice two stars of nearly 
‘equal brightness called Gemni, the 
twins, distant irom each other about 
five times the diameter of the moon. 
Draw a line from the northernmost of 
these two stars through the other one 
and produce it about six times the 
| distance between the two stars and 
there you will notice a star surrounded 
} with a nebulosity, This is the famous 
Halley’s comet. 

Don’t get angry if it is not more 
espectacular; it modestly withholds its 
splendor so as not to frighten nervous 
people,

TRIAL FOR MURDER 


Charged at St. Louis With 
Po! One of Her Musbancs 
—Twe Her Late Spouses Have 
Died Suddenly and Another Has 
Disappeared. 


Mrs. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 26. — Prepara- 
tions are completed for the trial of 
the Doxey murder case whicli is on 
the calendar of the criminal court for 
today. The case had originally been 
set for Mareh 24th, but was post. 
poned tntil May 23, by agreement of 
counsel, The case, which presents 
many interesting and unusual fea- 
tures, has attracted considerable ‘n- 


terest throughout the state and also [| 


in several other states, where the de- 
fendants had previously lived. 

According to the records and infor- 
mation unearthed by the prosecution, 
William J. Erder, a poet office clerk 
at St. Lowis, was married at Clay- 
ton, a suburb of this city, on April 
26th, 19098, to Mrs. Dora Elizabeth 
Fuller Doxey. now charged with 
murder, who that time was the 
lawful .wife of Dr. Loren B, Doxey, 
The records at Clayton show that 
Elder, whose age was 36 yeare, had 
married a woman whose name was 
given as Dora hk. Dodd, of Des Moines, 
la. It is expected to show that Dora 
BK. Dedd was in reality Mre. Doxey. 

A short time after their marriage 
Mrs, Doxey persuaded Erder to trans- 
fer to her $2,700 of life insurance, of 
which his mother and sister were the 
original beneficiaries. Although at 
the time of his wedding a healthy and 
robust man, Erder became ill a few 
days after his marriage and died on 
July 10, 1908. The physician called in 
by Mrs. Doxey signed a certificate 
stating that Erdcr had died of tuber- 
culosis. Immediately after the death 
of her alleged husband Mrs, Doxey 
packed up all her household furniture 
and three days later she shipped it to 
her real husband, Dr. Loren B. Dox- 
ey, practicing his profession at Col: 
umbus, Neb. Before Mre. Doxey her- 
self started for Columbus, she appear- 
ed in the probate court and, making 
an affidavit that she was the widow ot 
Wm. J. Erder, obtained $500 insur 
ance upon the life of Erder’s* Sister 
Elizabeth, who had died shortly after 
Erder’s marriag: 

Miss Kate Erder, another sister of 
Wm. J, Erder, suspecting that her 
brother had not died a natural death, 
began to make a: investigation, which 
soon confirmed suspicions, She 
ascertained t} the furniture had 
been shipped t) Dr. Doxey at Colum- 
bus, Neb. © nt to Columbus and 
found that th: ed widow of ber 
brother Willian living there 
the wife of 1). Doxey. To gain time 
and detain man until a care- 
ful investigation could be made here, 
Miss Erder had Mrs. Doxey arrested 
on the charge of bigamy. Of course, 
the charge fe!! flat, as the Doxey’s 
were able to prove, when their case 
came up in December of last year, 
that they had been lawfully married 
at Burlington, la, oh August 30, 1906. 
But Miss Elder gained her object of 
detaining the couple until she was 
ready to make more-serious charges 
them. She returned to 5st. 
Louis and prevailed upon the police 
authorities to have her brother’s body 
exhumed and ‘his viscera subjected to 
a chemical analysis by experts. The 
analysis established the presence of 
arsenic in the vital organs of the de- 
ceased and, upon that finding the 
coroner's jury gave a verdict that 
Wm. J. Erder had come to his death 
by arsenic administered by his alleg- 
ed wife and that Dr. Loren B. Doxey 
had guilty knowledge of the fact. 
Both were indicted for murder and 
the governor of Nebraska was asked 
for the extradition of the indicted 
couple. 

During her confinement in jail Mre. 
Doxey broke down and it was found

that She had been a victim of che 
morphine habit for many years. By 


judicious treatment she was cured of 
the habit and restored to health. Her 
husband was not permitted to treat 
her during her illness or to be alone 
with her even for a moment. Both 
have repeatedly denied their guilt. 

Mrs. Doxey was born in Aledo, [11,, 
in 1880, the daughter of Col. Jefferson 
Fuller of that city. She was only six- 


When these | 2 years old when she became the 


wife of Robert L. Downing, a shoe 
On account of 
her relations to Dr. Doxey Mr. Down- 
ing obtained a divorcee from her in 
1905. She resumed her maiden name 
and returned to her home. It is 


\known that she entertained relations 


with two men immediately after that 
and it is believed that she married 
both. One of them, named Dodd or 
Dodge, is said to have died six months 
after their marriage, and the other, 
Frank Logear, has disappeared. She 
married Dr. Doxey in 1906 and while 
they were living in Des Moines she 
married Erder whose acquaintance 
she had made in the spring of that 
year, As to her defence there are 
various theories. One theory is that 
she will claim that it was some other 
woman that married and poisoned Er- 
der, while some persons are of the 
opinion that Mrs. Doxey will claim 
to have been under the influence of 
drugs and Dr. Doxey’s hypnotic pow- 


er when she married and poisoned 
Erder.
